A list of towns and the distances from Philadelphia upon which are to be computed the 
rules to be charged for the transportation of silver coins under the contract between the United 
States and the Adams Express Company, dated February Ist, 1879, has been prepared at the 
Department, and the distances as stated in the list have been assented to by the Offices of the 
Company. A copy of this list is forwarded to you herewith, and for the transportation by the 
Adams Express Company, from your Mint to any of the places named on said list, of silver 
dollars shipped under the Regulations in regard to the distribution of silver dollars issued from 
this office under dates of September 3rd, 1878, and August 21st, 1880, you are authorized and 
instructed to pay said Company, and charge to the Silver Profit Fund, at the rate fixed by said 
Contract for the distance on said list set opposite the town to which such shipment is made. 


It is proposed that the distances from the Mint to other towns to which shipments shall be 
made, shall in like manner be determined, of which you will be notified, and you will then pay 
for transportation to such towns for the distances as determined and advised.
